— Any person aggrieved by the re- 
fusal of the Executive Officer to grant licence 
under bye-law 4, may, within thirty days of 
the receipt of the communication of such re- 
fusal by him, prefer an appeal to the Canton- 
ment Board, Allahabad, and thereupon the 
said Board, after giving the appellant a reason- 
able opportunity of being heard, paw ungh 
order as it thinks flu”; 

(ii) lor bye-law 10, the following bye-law shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“10. DISTANCE OF PREMISES LICENCED 
FROM PLACE OF WORSHIP, HOSPITALS, 
SCHOOLS AND SHOPS DEALING WITH 
EATABLES ETC. 

A_ licence shall not be granted for any per- 
miscs situated within 3l metres from any 
school, place of worship, hospital, bakery or 
a licensed butcher shop or other shops deal- 
ing with eatables if in the opinion of the 
Health Officer of the Cantonment Board, 
Allahabad, the grant of such licence is harm- 
ful to the public from a sanitary point of view”.
